General  Rules  for  the 
Game  of  Golf. 


— «9-*:*-@? — 

1.  The  ball  must  l^e  fairly  struck 
at,  and  not  pushed,  scraped  or 
spooned,  under  penalty  of  the  loss  of 
the  hole.  Any  movement  of  the  club 
which  is  intended  to  strike  the  ball  is 
a  stroke. 

2.  Unless  with  the  oi)ponent's  con- 
sent, a  ball  struck  from  the  tee  rihall 
not  l)e  changed,  touched  or  moved 
before  the  hole  is  j^layed  out,  under 
the  penalty  of  one  stroke,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  for  in  the  rules. 

3.  In  playing  through  the  green, 
all  loose  impediments,  within  a  club 
length  of  a  ball  which  is  not  lying  in 
or  touching  a  hazard,  may  be  remove  I. 
but  loose  impediments  which  are  more 
than  a  club  length  from  the  ball  shall

4.  Before  striking  at  the  ball,  the 
nhiyer  shall  not  move,  bend  or  break 
anything  fixed  or  growing  near  the 
ball,  except  in  the  act  of  jdacing  his 
feet  on  the  ground  for  the  inirj^ose  of 
addressing  the  ball,  and  m  soling  his 
club  to  address  the  ball,  under  the 
penalty  of  the  loss  of  the  hole,  except 
as  provided  for  in  Rule  9. 

5.  A  ball  stuck  fast  in  wet  ground 
or  sand  may  be  taken  out  and  replaced 
loosely  in  the  hole  which  it  has  made. 

6  When  a  ball  lies  in  or  touches  a 
hazard,  the  club  shall  not  touch  the 
ground,  nor  shall  anything  be  touched 
or  moved  before  the  i)layer  strikesat 
the  ball,  except  that  the  i.layer  m^' 
place  his  feet  tirmly  on  the  ground  for 
the  purpose  of  addressing  the  ball, 
under  the  penalty  of  the  loss  of  the 
hole. 

7.  A  ^Miazard"  shall  be  any 
bunker  of  whatever  nature— water, 
sand,  loose  earth,  mole-hills,  paths, 
roads    or    railways,     whins,     bushes, 


^ 
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rushes,  ral)l»it  scrapes,  fences,  ditches, 
or  anything  which  is  not  the  ordinary 
(^reen  of  the  course. 

S.  A  phiyer  shall  not  press  down 
or  remove  any  irregularities  of  surface 
near  the  l)all,  except  at  the  Teeing 
(iround,  under  the  penalty  of  the  loss 
of  the  hole. 

9.  When  a  ball  is  completely  hid- 
den with  fern,  bents,  whins,  etc., 
only  so  much  shall  be  set  aside  as  that 
the' player  shall  have  a  view  of  his  ball 
before  he  plays,  whether  in  a  line  with 
the  hole  or  otherwise. 

10.  When  a  ball  is  to  be  dropped, 
the  player  shall  drop  it.  lie  shall 
front  the  hole,  stand  erect  behind  the 
hazard,  keej^  the  spot  from  which  the 
ball  was  lifted  (or  in  case  of  running 
water,  the  spot  at  which  it  entered) 
in  a  line  between  him  and  the  hole, 
and  drop  the  ball  behind  him  from  his 
head,  standing  as  far  behind  thehazard 
as  he  may  please. 


I  I. 
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within  six  inches  of  each  other — 
measured  from  their  nearest  i)oint — 
the  ball  nearer  the  hole  shall  l)e  lifted 
until  the  other  is  played,  and  rdiall 
then  be  placed  as  nearly  as  possible  in 
its  original  position.  Should  the  l)aU 
further  from  the  hole  be  accidentally 
moved  in  so  doing,  it  shall  be  replaced. 
Should  the  lie  of  the  lifted  ball  i)e 
altered  by  the  opponent  in  ])laying,  it 
may  be  ])laced  in  a  lie  near  to,  and. as 
nearly  as  possible  similar  to,  that  from 
which  it  was  lifted. 

12.  If  the  ball  lie  or  be  lost  in 
water,  the  ])layer  may  dro])  a  ball 
under  the  penalty  of  one  stroke. 

13.  If  a  ball  be  lost,  the  player's 
side  loses  the  hole.  A  ball  diall  be 
held  as  lost  if  it  be  not  found  within 
five  minutes  after  the  search  is  begun. 

14.  x\  ball  must  be  played  wher- 
ever it  lies,  or  the  hole  must  be  given 
up,  exce])t  as  otherwise  provided  for 
in  the  rules.

16.  In  a  match  of  three  or  more 
sides,  a  ball  in  any  degree  lying  be- 
tween the  player  and  the  hole  must  be 
lifted,  or,  if  on  the  Putting  (ireen, 
holed   out. 

17.  The   player  may  remove   (Init 
not    |)ress    down)     sand,     earthworm 
casts,  or  snow  lying  amund  the  hole 
or  on  the  line  of  his  ]nit.      Idiis  shall 
be  done  by  brushing  lightly,  with  tl^ 
hand    only,    across   the   put,    and    not 
along  it.     Dung  may  be  removed  to  a 
side  by  an  iron  clul),  but  the  club  must 
not   be   laid   with  more  than   its  own 
weight  on   the  ground.     The  putting 
line    must    not    be    touched   by   clul>, 
hand  or  foot,  except  as  above  author- 
ized,  or  immediately  in  front   of  the 
ball  in  the  act  of  addressing  it,  under 
the  penalty  of  the  loss  of  the  hole. 

18.  Either  side  is  entitled  to  have 
the  tiag-stick  removed  when  approach- 
ing the  hole.       If  the  ball  rest  against 
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the  llag-stick   when  in   the  liole,    the 
player  shall  |,e  entitled   to  remove  the,

I-  In  Clul)  competitions  the  com- 
petitor doing  the  stipulated  course  in 
fewest  strokes  shall  be  the  winner.
